(Students and Staff only1) 

 

Did the close contact occur during the school day (not during 

extracurriculars)? 

Exclude the unvaccinated close contact for 5 days returning 

on day 6 as long as able to wear a mask through day 10 at all 

times when around others and as long as asymptomatic. If 

unable to wear mask through day 10, exclude for 10 days.

Is the School able to perform at least 2 tests between 

close contact notification and day 7 after exposure 

with an EUA approved rapid test (antigen or PCR)?

Positive test result requires immediate 

exclusion from school for 5-10 days, contact 

tracing, and identification of close contacts. 

Report positive result to LHD. 

TTS Successful 

Ensure the close contact remains physically distant as much as possible, fully masked 

indoors and outdoors, including during all extracurricular activities, for the 10 days post-

exposure. They should not participate in competitions or performances until the end of the 

testing period. 

 

NO YES 

Implement Test-to-Stay protocol: must have two negative 

tests between day 0 and day 7, with the second test between 

Days 5 and 7, and be asymptomatic to remain in school. 

1 Persons age 5-17 who have completed COVID-19 primary vaccine series, and for persons age 18 and over who have 

completed recommended vaccine doses, including boosters, and persons who have completed additional primary 

shots for some immunocompromised people are not considered close contacts so would not need to be enrolled in Test -

to-Stay protocol. However, fully vaccinated persons who have close contact to a confirmed case should test 5 days after 

close contact.
